ally left and lying ſcattered and cozrupting, in that p2tncipall Street and paſſage of the 
City: Now this Court Having Well adviſed of refo2ming the {aid eviis and abules, doth 
tiereforc the fir aug Older, that from and after the fixth day of Auguit nert conung, no 
Perſon 02 pci 1015 whatſoever ſhall ſtand oꝛ be permitted to ſtand oꝛ abide, at any time, with 
any goods 9! £212 Mites (excepting Bead to ſell oꝛ put to {a'c in that part of the ſaid ſtreet 
of Cheape 92 Chcape ſide lying bel weene 13:cad-ftreet end and Paulis Church pard (the. 
ſame having never been appointed a Parket place fo: any commoditics whatſoever) No? 
hall ſtand 92 be pecmitted to frand 92 aàbide with Carts, hoꝛſes, oꝛ othecwile in any other place, 
02 part of tize ſa;d Street of Cheap 02 Cheaplide, on any day 092 tune & the weeke with any 
Fruit Boots, Hearbs, Plants, Flowers, 02 Garden Commod:cies (crcepting Peaſcods) 
to ſell oꝛ put the lame to ſale, but that every one, who ſhall be found douig the contrary, ſhall 
he taken, and foꝛ his offence be indicted and pumſhed according to Zaw, And that no annoy- 
ance may enſue by the pecmitting of Peaf-cods to be frill ſold as foꝛmerly in the ſaid ſtreet , 
the ſhells are to be conſtantly ſweept up and conveyed away, that they may not by remaining 
and corrupting, pꝛoduce any noiſome 02 offenſive ſmells: And that there be not wanting a 
knowne and convenient place whither all may reſoꝛt fo buying and ſelling the ſaid com: 
moditics : Jt is further oꝛdered by this Court, that the Countrey people and Gardiners 
chall have place oꝛ may ſtand with their {aid Fruit, Roots, Hearbs, Plants, Flowers, and 
other Garden commodities excepting Peaſ-cods, in all parts of the voyd place on the Nozth- 
ſide of Pauls within the Channells,and in no wile beyond oꝛ without the ſaid Channells,And 
may ſo ſit and abide with their Commodities as they may oꝛ ought to doe in other publique 
Markets of this City. Pꝛovided that none ſhall bung any Carts 02 hoꝛſes within the place 
afoꝛeſaid, noꝛ any to ſit oꝛ have with them there at one tune above ſuch number of Tubs 02 
Baskets, and of ſuch bigneſſe as from time to time ſhall be limited and appointed by the Lo2d 
Maio of this City foꝛ the time being: And ko2 the better execution of this Oꝛder, the Ser⸗ 
jcant and Peoman of the Channell, and the Beadles of the Wards reſpectively Where the 
ſaid Street, 02 any the places afoꝛeſaid are ſituate oꝛ being, and all others whom it ſhall 
tconterne, are charged and commanded by this Court to be intent and diligent in and about the 
clearing ofthe Street of Cheape in manner befoze expꝛeſſed, and from the commodities afore- 


ſaid, and ſctling the Country people and Gardiners, (Who ſell the ſame) in the place afo:c- 


ſaid, and to take upon them this ſervice, and perfoꝛme the lame effectually at _ utmoſt 
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
